It include* 
both tha home and aoldier*’ vote*, end i* 
not given separately, as was eapeeted ahd 
daalied. According to these returns, ihe 
Abolition majority in October was 13,849. 
Simultaneously with the appearance of the 
tablee, e letter from Hon. Eli 8!iler, Secre­ 
tary of the Commonwealth, to the editor of 
the New York Tribune, was published, in 
which tlie Secretary declares that it is im ­ 
possible to give the official "home vote,” 
and (hat "it can nevej^be known or offi­ 
cially announced" which party bad the ma­ 
jority of «that vote. This means simply 
that tht Democrats. were in the majority, but 
that the result is never to be officially an­ 
nounced, in order that the Abolitionists 
who made bets on it need not give up their 
money. The alleged "impossibility’ of obtain­ 
ing ihe official home vote, appears very

THE FORTHCOMING DRAFT- 
Previous to the election, one of tho Wash­ 
ington correspondent* of the World stated 
incidentally that the'eall for five hundred 
thousand men h'ad been a failure, and that 
the necessities of the service were suchjdiat 
a new draft would certainly be ordered 
early in the winter. 
For publishing this, 
the Wtfld was very heartily abused, anil* the 
statem ent was pronounced an electioneer­ 
. ing canard. 
W hile no official denial was 
made, certain unscrupulous Aboliljon jour­ 
* nalt were used to declaro that there would 
be no more drafts, as the administration, 
had all the men it needed to finish up the 
war. Mr. Wliilingq Solicitor of the War 
Department, also made a speech in Boston, 
in which he said (we quote from the Hart­ 
ford 'Cimrant of November 3); 
“ There could be no impropriety in stat­ 
ing that on the first day of ;OctoW 'w e had 
received, under the last cfcll, over one 
hundred and twenty .thousand volunteers, 
and he had been informed by authority to 
which h e gave the highest credit, that the 
last draft, wnen completed, would furniih off t/is 
itCen that mould be needed for the war,"

Y et when Mr. W hiting made this speech 
he knew that preparations for the new 
drafi had been ¿oing o n 'in Washington 
ever since September last.

new draft is ooming right along. I t may 
be postponed until Congress can strike out 
the provision permitting the hiring of sub­ 
stitutes, but it is tolerably certain that Jan- 
ttary cannot pass without the enforcement!
